Concerning the-Clauſe for ratifyingthe As of the Convention 
of Eitates and Parliament of Scotland, alleaged -to be fet downe in 
too generall Termes; T he chiefe thing we deſire in that Article, is, 
That the Convention. of Eſtates and Parliament may- be ratified, 
becauſe the Authority of them hath beene queſtioned by the King. 
And it may be remembred, that we did heartily joyne with the 
Houſes, in denying to treate with His Majeſtie, untill He acknows- 
ledged this Parliament. As for the As of the Convention and Par- 
liament,the moſt materiall of them are for levying Men-and Money, 
for the aſſiſtance of this Kingdome, and the Kingdome of Ireland, 
and our own Defence at home againſt thoſe Rebels that invaded: us 
for our engaging in this Cauſe ; of. which As we are willing to de« 
liver in a Litltto the Houles.. 

As concerning future As, although that was agreed to in the 
former Propoſitions,yet,that all ſcruples may be removed, we ſhall 
adde this reltriftion | And to ſuch other As, for raiſing of Money, 
for payment of the publick Debts and Damages of the Kingdom and 
0: her publick Utes and for diſpoling of Dilinquents Eſtates,as ſhall 
be hereafter agreed on by the Eſtates of Parliament ] Upon which 
Conſiderations we are confident the Houſes will reſt ſatisfied with: 
the equity of our Defires concerning this Clauſe, which being added, 
we do agree to the 7,8,9,10,11,and 12,Propofitions. 

Asto thedifference about the 1 3. Propotition, we hoped we made 
it ſufficiently appeare to the Committee of- both Houles, Fhat.the- 
tranſaftions at Edinburgh 25.November 1643.are a Treaty Ic being 
evident from the credentaill Letters given to the Commiſſioners of 
both Houſes, That they had full and ample power to Treat, agree, 
and conclude, Articles being mutually agree upon, to ſatisfie the 
demands of a ſtarved Army,and by their ſtay to preſerve a Kingdom 
from ruine. Theſe Articles being confirmed by the Houſes, and the 
Votes of the Houſes delivered, as their conſent to that Treaty ;3 And 
the Kingdom of Scotland defired therupon to co-operate with them 
for the ſay of that Army,great ſupplies of Moneys and Proviſions 
being advanced upon that Agreement by the Kingdom of Scotland, 
and thanks returned to them for the ſame by the Houſes: Alſo afſu- 
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rance given by their Letters, that they had ratified the ſeverall Trea. 
ties between the Kingdoms: In all which, we truſt the Houſes will 
receive ſatisfaftion from the Reaſons given at the Conference , and 
other grounds fince diſcovered , which we have thought fit to ſet 
downe in a Paper annexed : And if any further ſcruples or doubts 
{ball ariſe, which have not been anſwered, we are ſo far perſwaded 
of the truth and reality of that Treaty, as we are confident to clear 
and remove them upon a friendly debate. 

We have hitherto debated whether that agreement made at Edin- 
burgh, 28 Ngvemb. bea I reaty or not; But no conſiderations have 
yet been offered what incenvenience there might be to the affairs of 
Ireland, by reaſon of any particular in that agreement, wherein as the 
Kingdome of Scotland mult be carefull of the good and ſecurity of 
their Fofces in Ireland,ſo will they be alwaies tender of what may be 
for the good of the affaires of the Crowne of England; and clearly 
manifelt that they have no other ends before them , but the unani- 
mous & effeftuall proſecution of that War, which ſhall be no ſooner 
ended, nor the Army ſatisfied and diſmiſſed, but they will, with all 
readineſſe and cheertulneſfe,recall their Forces out of that Kingdom. 

As to the firſt part of the 14. Propoſition, we defire it may ſtand 
as formerly, for the Reaſons afore-mentioned : And as to the laſt 
part, we ſtill deſire that all the Articles concerning the ſetling of 
Religion in this Kingdome may be extended to /reland, becauſe we 
are bound by our Covenant to endeavour Reformation in the 
Church of Ireland, and to bring the Churches of God in the three 
Kingdomes to the neereſt Conjun&ion and Uniformity in Religion; 
and becauſe the name of Proteſtant Religion is ſo generall, as many 
SeRs and Hereſies make claim unto it. 

The 15. Propoſition we have not yet received. 

The 16. and 17. Propoſitions are agreed upon. 

As to the 18. Propoſition , we defire that the 14litia way be ſo 
firmly ſetled, as +7 wa the King, nor any other, be able to diſturb or 
infringe the Peace now to be agreed upon : And although it be our 
judgement, that the former Propoſitions are a morefirme Security 
for conſerying the Peace, and a ttronger Band of Unity betwixt the 
ws 10 v4 then the new,and are therefore deſirous the Houſes would 
be pleaſed to ſend the former ; which being granted by His Majelty, 
we think the 1471:tia perfeftly ſecured, and that the War ſhould not 
be continued by infiſting upon the new Propoſitions ; Yet, leaſt our 
diſagreement herein with the Houſes, ſhould be a hinderance to the

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ſending of Propoſitions , that we may teſtifie how defirons we are, 
ſo far as in us lyes, to give the Houſes ſatisfaRion, and how much we 
value the ſpeedy ſetling of the Peace of theſe Kingdomes above our 
own intereſt ; provided that it beunderſtood to be without prejudice 
to the right and interelt of the Crowne, which we underſtand to be 
conjoyned with the reſpeCtive Parliaments in the Alitia of both 
Kingdoms,and not to be abſolutely in the King himſel&;and that the 
King and his poſterity be not totally excluded, and rendred incapa»- - 
ble to concurre with their Parliaments, for protecting of their Sub- 
jects, and oppoling the enemies of the kingdoms ; and provided that 
it be without prejudice to the ſeverall T reaties between the king- 
doms : V Ve do canſent that the power,exerciſe,and nenegny of «4 
Militia in each kingdome, be ſetled in the Parliaments of either 
kingdome reſpeCively , far ſuch a time as ſhall be mutually agreed 
upon; And y” extirpation of that Term,T hat the 14:h:3a be ſetled 
and exerciſed, in ſuch manner,and by ſuch waies and means as ſhall 
be agreed upon by his Majeſty and the Parliaments of either king- 
dome reſpeRtively,whereby the power of the 44:/ztia of England and: 
Ireland,which by the former Cy war was in Commiſſioners of 
both kingdames, will be in the Houſes of Parliament; The people 
will be ſecured from all apprehenfions of danger, by reaſon of the 
late Troubles; And the King,who is one of the three Eſtates of the 
kingdom,will not be for ever excluded from that jult power and in- 
terelt in the Militia, by which he may concurre with the Parliament 
in defence of the kingdome. And the Propoſitions for the Militis 
being thus qualified,we do agree to the 15. Propoſition, and the two 
fart branches thereof. To the third branch of the 1413tia, for con- 
joyning the Forces of both kingdoms, we cannot agree ; in regard, 
aS it is now conceived, it may import ( as we declared at the Confe- 
rence.) that after the Peace is ſetled, one of the kingdoms may ſend 
Forces into the other,without the advice and conſent of that king- 
dome to which they are ſent. And further, it is defeCtive,in that there 
is no proviſion made therein for joyning the Forces of the two 
kingdomes in the Intervals of Parliament, V Ve do therefore defire in 
ſead thereof,in purſuance of the lags Ti and according to the 
Votes of both Houſes of the 26. of March,concerning the Conſer- 
vation of the Peace to be fetled betwixt the kingdoms, T hat Com- 
miſlioners be nominated by both Houſes of Parliament, of perfons 
of knowne integrity,and ſuch as both kingdoms may confide in, for 
their faithfulnefſe to Religion,and peace of the kingdoms, who may 


have- 
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have the power expreſſed inthe 5" 7 TAR for that Peace,and who - 
may meet as a Joynt Committee with the Conſervers of the peace to 
be nominated and appointed by the Eſtates of the Parliament of 
Scotland, and have power to do as followeth : 

I. To preſerve the Peace between the King/omes and the King, and every 
one of them, 

2. To prevent the violation of the Articles of Peace, or any troubles ari- 
feng in 1be Kingdomes by breach of the ſaid Articles ; And to bear and de- 
termine all differences that may occaſion the ſame , according tothe Trea- 
tier; And to do further, according as they ſhall reſpe#t rvely receive Inſtru- 
ions from the States of the yr Juthe of Scotland , and the Houſes of 
the Parliament of England for the time, mutually to be agreed upon, and af- 
ter expiration cf that terme, from His Majeſty, and the Eſtates of the Par- 
liament of Scotland, and the Houſes of the Parliament of England , re- 

ſpec rvely. 

3 To conjoyn the Forces of both Kingdomes to reſiſt all forraign Inwaſi- 
ons, and ſuppreſſe any Forces raiſed within any of the Kingdomes, to the 
diſturbance of tbe publike Peace of the Kingdoms, or any of them , by any 
authority\under the Great Seale, or otber Warrant whatſoever , withont the 
conſent *f the Eſtates of the Parhiament of Scotland , or their reſpe&ive 
Commiſſioners in 1he Intervals of Parliament. 

And for the full ſecurity of theſe Kingdoms,as well from forraign. 
Troubles as Inteſtine Infurre&ions ; We defire,according to the Pra- 
pofition formerly agreed upon between the Kingdoms, The making 
and concluding of Peace or War, The making of a Trace or Ceffa- 
tion, or any I reaties for the ſame with Forraign Princes and States, 
may be with the advice & confent of the Parliamentsof both King- 
doms of Scotland and Erplana, or in the Intervals of Parliament, the 
Commitlſioners for Conſervation of the Peace, and not otherwife. 
Fhis is ordinary , and univerfally obſerved in all mutuall Leagnes 
that are both offenfive and defenfive,though there be not a Covenant: 
between them, which is the ſ{trifteft tye of all others. It is alfo moſt 
neceſſary for the Peace of theſe Kingdoms, becaufe War made or de= 

nounced by any one of the Kingdoms againit a Forraign Nation, 
doth make both Nations, by reaſon of their union under one Head 
and Soveraigne, to be lyable to the inconveniences of the War both; 
by Sea and Land; and therefore it ought to be done by the advice 
and conſent of both : Or the Kingdome making or denouncing War 
toa Forraign Nation, without the conſent of the other, would be 
obliged to Goes the other free _ damage, and refund. what _ 
3 the 
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the other ſhall ſuſtain thereby. And whereas both Houles have been 
pleaſed to alter the waies and means agreed upon. between the king- 
doms in the formey 17. Propofition, concerning the communication 
of their Councels : And whereas their Lordſhips have offered in 
their Anſwer to our Paper of the 6 of Aprill to give their conſent, 
that ſuch Propoſitions ſhould be preſented to the King , as we con- 
ceived to be for the good and ſecurity of the kingdom of Scotland; 
in regard of the great advantage which a kingdome enjoyeth by the 
Royall preſence and ordinary Reſidence of their Soveraign with 
them z and the great lofſe and prejudice which the other kingdome 
doth ſuſtaine through their abſence, by their not underſtanding the 
diſpoſition of their people, or condition of their affaires, but trom 
the informations of others intruſted by the kingdome; beſides many 
other prejudices, better felt by the kingdom of Scotland, then can by 
us be here expreſſed : 

We do therefore carneſtly deſire the. conſent of the Honourable 
Houſes, for ſending to his Maieſtie a Propolition, That the King and 
the Prince, and after them their Heires and Succefſors , ſhall at leaſt 
one year of three refide in Scotland, where they may perſonally di(- 
charge that duty they owe to the Subietts of that kingdome, where 
Confence cannot allow them to be alwaies non-reſident, nor the 
welfare of the kingdome diſpence with their conſtant abſence. 

Upon the like cauſes and grounds , we deſire the Honourable 
Houles to concurre with-us in a defire to His Maieſtie ,” That in all 
places of Truſt, and Offices about the King, Queen, and Prince, and 
relt of his Royall Children, the equall halte , or at leaſt the third 
part, may be of the Scottiſh Nation, leſt by time they become ſtran- 
gers each unto other, which nmſt needs produce many inconyenien- 
cies: Andthis, we truſt, will not be interpreted as the caſting in of 
any Lect or Hinderance to retard the Propoſicions ; fith the Honou- 
rable Houſes have given us ſo good hopes ot their Conſent, without 
debatezto ſuch Propofitians as we conceive to be conduceable for the 
good and ſecurity of the kingdome of Scotland. 

Concerning the 19 Propoſition : Seding by Gods providence both 
Nations are in one Iſland , ſpeak one and the ſame Language, pro- 
feſſe one andthe ſame Religion,areunited under the ſame Head and 
Monarch, and are now more firmly joyned by their late ſolemn 
League and Covenant:and it being already agreed upon between the 
Honourable Houſes and us in this Propoſition, That His Majeſties 

_ afſent ſhall bedefired to what the two Kingdomes ſhall agree up- 


on, 
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on, in proſecution of the Articles of the large Treaty which are not 
finiſhed 3 wedo earneſtly deſire the Honourable Houſes to agreeunto 
the'e Articles, fo farre as ſhall be inſited upon by the Kingdonic-of 
Scotland ; which will be a Teſtimony of the Aﬀe&ion.and Brother- 
ly kindnetle of this Kingdome to their Brethren, who did ſo cheer- 
tully and ſeafonably come in for their help and affiitance. 

The 29. and 21. Propufitions are agreed upon. 

As for the foure-omitted' Propoſitions, which concerne the Joynt 
intereſt of both-Kingdomes, We deſire. they may be ſent with the 
other Propoſitions to his Maje'y for his conſent, theſe being of grea- 
ter concernment to the Kingdoms, then other Propoſitions which 
are deſired tobe ſent at this time : Some of them are ſo neceſſary, as 
a-peace cannot be {etled without them; As in particular, the dil- 
banding of Armies, without which the Kingdom of Scotland cannor 
have peace, there being (till a body of Rebels by Commiſſion from 
his Majeſty in the Mountains of Scotland, which do infeſt the King- 
dome: The A of oblivion alſo is the very Bond of Peace. 

Having thus expreſt our ſenſe upon the whole Propoſitions, both 
in our condeſcention and conſent, and in our diſſent and-difference, 
which hath nor proceeded from our prefaming to be Judges of what 
may properly belong to the good of the Kingdome of England, but 
we conceive 18 grounded upon, and warranted by the Covenant, 
Lreaties,-and Declarations of both Kingdoms, as will appear by the 
annexed Papers : We defire that ſuch of the Propolitions as the 
Kingdome of Scotland is concerned in, may beſo framed,as that we 
may give our full conſent to the ſending ofthem : Or otherwile, as 
we did formerly offer for our ſelves, we defire to hear from the Hou- 
ſes ſach overtures and expedients, as may determine -our differences, 
and ſtand with our Covenant, T reaties,and Declarations. It this our 
Defice be accepted, as our Hope is, the Propoſitions may be ſpeedily 
ſent: Otherwiſe it ts apparent, the ſtop is notin us; And we ſhall 
wiſh it may be (criouſly laid to heart, what a lamentable clo'eit will 
be of a ſucceſſefull Warre,wherein both Kingdoms have been deeply 
engaged by ſo Sacred and Solemne a Covenant; either to make no » 
peace, or to make a divided peace without eſtabliſhing of Religion, 
which" is that which was principally intended, and promiſeth the 
greateſt bleſſing from the God of Truth and Peace, the Author of 
our union, and great Maſter of this his own work, wherein his hand 
hath been manifeſtly ſeen-untill this day. |

458. wherein. rhe Parliament ex- 
prefleth, That in all their endeavours , they mtend wholy the advancement of his Maje- 
flies Honenr and Safety, And the regainment of the ancient (though of late yeers much inr 
vaded)) Rights, Lawes, and Liberties, being the Birth-right of the Subjetts of this Land, 
and ſeiling of the true Proteſlant Religion (* the glory of their Nation ) in Peace and 
Purny.

We cannot but remember the firſt Article of the Treaty between the King- 
doms, viz. It is agreed and concluded,that the Covenant repreſented to the Cone 
v-ntion of Eſtates,and General Aflembly ot Scotland, and ſent to both Houſes 
of the Parliament of England, in the fame form as! it. is now returned from the

Oncerning the difference about the Treaty 2t Eds - 
+ 28 November 1643.for the better nnderftanding of the 


whole bufineſſe,we ſhall ſpeake of theſe heads : Firſt, of 
the ſtate and condition of afftaires before, and at the time 
of the making of this Treaty. Secondly, of the powers to. make- 
this Trezty. Thurdly , of the Treaty , and the conditions thereof.: 
Fourthly, of the confirmation of this Treaty, and the performance- 
thereof, And fifthly, we ſhall anſwer the ObjeRions that are alled- 
ged why this is not a Treaty. 

I. Concerning the ſtate of affaires before the making of the Trea- 
ty,it was this, TheKingdom of Scot /and,according to an agreement: 
made with the kingdom of England, the 4. of 74. 1642. and the 
Treaty of the 6. of Auguft, 1 642. ſent over an Army inta Vifeer in 
Ireland,for \uppreſfing the Rebellion in that kingdom, where they: 
had riot long contmued, but treubles did ariſe in this kingdome, 
upon the occaſion of the difference between the King and His Par- 
liament ; whereby the ſupplycs promiſed for entertainment of that 
Army were withdrawn for the maintenance of the war here, & the 
Scertsſh Army was driven to fogreat neceſſities , that hundreds of 
thetn were ſtarved for warit of bread, as hathbeen formerly repre- 
ſented to the Houles. About the month of 7#ly, 1643. the enemics 
power prevailing ſo farre in England ; were peſictſed of the 
mot part of the Kingdome, the Houſes of Parliament did refolye, 
and'zccordingly fert Commillioners into the Kingdome of Scor- 
land,to Treat coricerningthe ſending of an Army into Exglaxd,for 
aſfiltanceof their Brethren in England, as alſo to Treat concerning 
the Scorr5/h Army in ireland, gave them credentiall Letters tothe 
Eſtates of Stotland, with ample power to negotiate, treat;atd con» 
 dude,and defireg the kingdome of Scorland to give them full credit 
in 
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in what they ſhould propound. The Eng ſb Commiſſioners,at fiſt 
defired the remoreltofehe Scortifh Ky, becauſe the Houſes of 
Parlfament had found themſelves unable te ſupport the charges of 
that watre: But rot long after their arrivall, Generall Major Mon- 
ronacquiints the Kingdome of Scorland with the ſtate of affaires n 
Ireland, ſends over the Letters directed to him from the Lord Liey- 
tenant, and Lord Juſtice of relaxd, requiring him to agree to the 
Ceſſation, and declared his inability to refiſt the Engizſs and 1rofh, 
joyned together, eſpecially when he wanted the meanes of ſub* 
ſiltance. 

Further,the Scores» Army ſends Commiſſioners into Scotlanato 
repreſent their wants,the necaity of providing a ſpeedy ſapply of 
a confiderable famme of Money and Viuaals, for their preſent ſab- 
filtarce, without which they would be conſtrained to come xway. 
And theſe fopplics being granted, that as a neceflary mean for pro- 
ſecution of the Warre, the Eng iſh Army having revoltcd from the 
Parliament, the Britiſs Forces (who except avery few, are all of 
the SrortsÞ Nation) mightbe joyned with them undcr onecom- 
mand in cheife,for oppoting the Cefiation. Likewiſe many thon- 
{nds of theIris bitamrs did peticion the Eſtates of Scortaxd for the 
fame purpoſe, and declared that they would be conftrainedto de- 
ſertthe Ceumrygpifothe Scortiſh Army were forced to remove : 
AU which being communicated to the EngiiGCommiſſioners,they 
difpmched away tothe Honſes, and tthe mean time wrote to Ge- 
nerall Major 2orro, enconraging him to withitand the Ceflation, 
and fhewing, that they were ſent from the Parliament of England, 
xnd had powertotreat and conclude in fuch things as concerned 
that Army ,and to give good fatifaftion tothe dr fires of their Com- 
mifiteners ferit to.che Conventions of Eſtates. 

The Houſes of Parkiament in September, 1643, being acquainted 
with'the ſtate of Aﬀies in treland, findethitneccfary to cominge 
the Srortifh Army in Ireland andintheir inſtruftions of the firſt of 
November, appoint their Commiſſionersto make known to therr 
Brethren of Scortand the Votes of both Houſes, declaring the Celſ- 
fationin Ireland deftraftiveto the Proteſtant Religion, difhonour- 
abletothe Engliſh Nation, and prejudicialltothe intereſt of the 
three Kingdomes ;ardfarther, xppoint them tomake known that 
it wasthe refvlution of both Youlſesto oppole torhe utmoſt the 
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bels,and the preventing of ſetting up Popery in that Kingdome z 
and in particular for encouragement of the Scottis/bArmy, that they 
will haſten away with all ſpeed the 6000.1. promiſed, the 10000. 
ſuits-of cloathes, andother neceſlaries. Theſe direRions being re- 
turned, and the Agents ſent from the Army , being ſenfible of the 
great traits and imminent dangers the Army was in, doinſtantly 
prefle a (pcedy agreement to their. demands, and preſent advance of 
a conſiderable ſumme of money and quantity of vituals, without 
Which they will not undertake to ſtay, And having been difappoia- 
ted for 16.0r 17. months together of any ſupply from Englaxd,they 
altogether decline to Treat with the Eng/z Commiſſioners, but 
will have the engagement ofthe Kingdom of Scotland for whatſoe- 
ver.is promiſcd them. And upon theother part tae Engliſh Com- 
miſfioners will not treat with the Army, but with the Committee 
of Eltates, & earneſtly prefle their concurrence ingiving fatisfaRti- 
on to the demands of theArmy,and perſwading them toſtay.Theſe 
who ſeriouſly confidered the affaires of Scotland, bow great an 
Army they were to ſend into Exgland, and what danger the King- 
dome, ſo much weakned of Forces, would be expoſed to({ whereof 
ſince they have had fad experience) did incline to. the, bringing of 
that Army out of 1re!and,(ſome Garriſons excepted, cnn to 
the firſt defires of the Englzſo Commiſſioners communicated to the 
States and Army)and ſo to make up a part of the Army to be ſent 
into England, which would lefſ:n the charge and expcence. of the 
Leavy of the Foot by the halfe, and make us ſtronger at. home for 
ſuppreſsing any inſurre&ion,and defending our ſelves from any in- 
vaſion that ſhould happen. Alſo the Army was more defirous to 


.come intoE gland, where theyhad hopes of ſubſiſtance,then conti-

nue in Trel/and,wheret 
when it was confidered,! Scotland did not preſently interpoſe 


for the pay of their Army, in all probabilitie, the Kingdome of Ire- 
land dy ber into the hand of the rebels, and the remain- 
der of the well affeRed in that kingdome expaled to their cruelty. 
"The Eltates of Scorlandbcing immediatly before joyned in Cove- 
_pant for ſo good ends with their Brethrea of England, and to

(though then free) did engage. them(clyes for a preſent ſupply of 


money and.yituals to enable the tay of that Army, till the King-

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- >. Concerning the powers for making of this Treaty, the Com- 
mittee of Eftates of Seotland had fullind ample power to treat, x- 
gree, and conclude-1in all things concerning that Army : And that 
no doubt may remaine here, (if any be)it was the ſame Committee 
that did authorize the Covenant and Treaty for England, and had a 
generall power concerning the whole affiijres of the kingdome. 

As to the powers of the Commiſſioners for the Parliament of 
England, they had credent1iall Letters, figned by the two Speakers, 
in the nameof the two Houſes of Parliament : Which Letters fay, 
That the Houſes had given their Commiſſioners ample power to 
negotiate, treat, afid conclude; and: doe defire the Kingdome of 
Scotland to beleeve whatſoever they ſhould propeund. And ugaine, 
the Houſes in their anſwer tothe Kingdome of Seot land, ſent by 
Maſter Meldram ſay, That they have enabled their Commiſſioners 
withample inſtrufions in their namestotreat, agree,and conclude 
all Queſtions, Doubts, and D:-mands concerning the arreare and 
future pay ofthat Army, and the continuance or removall of the 
fame. And (although we- are not obliged to enquire after their 
particular inſtru1ons, when their power in generall is ſo ample ) 
they haveby their inſtru&tions exprefſe power for ſetling the ac- 
compts of that Army ; concerning the proportion of the ſupplics 
to be ſent tothem, and the time of paymenris left to their jad 
ment : Concerning the managing of the War in Ireland; they are 
expreſly authoriſed; preſently to ſettle the ſame to be done by the 
joynt advice of Committees of 'bethKingdomes; for preventing the 
evils and miſchiefcs that clſe might fall out, and are onely to make 
knowne' to the Houſes what they doe, which is required at the 
hands of all that are intruſted by any Prince or State, be their power 
nev: r ſogreat. And of this power the Commiſli. of the Houfes did 
net makethe ſt jR uſe, but agreed upon an alternative, leaving it to 
the election of the Houſes of Parliament which to chooſe, the ſtay 
of the Army in Jreland, upon performance of the conditions they 
were appointed to offer ; or let the Army come from thence to be a 
partol the Srorreſs Army that was to be ſent into England: And 
what could the Kingdome of Sco:/and do more then this ? What 
was their owne power to determine as they pleaſed for the intereſt 
and good of their owne affyires;they leave it to the determination of 
their Brethren to chooſe either of the two, as they thought moſt 
conduceable for the affaires of England. | | 

3. As to the Treaty and-conditions thereof, the Eſtates of the 


Kingdome 
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Kingdome of Scetiend, and Commillioners of the Parliament of 
England, have taken into conſideration the dangerous eſtate of 
the Afairesof Ireland and the demands of the Scottiſh Army, to be 
forthwith tranſported out of 1re/axd, er otherwiſe, if they be defi- 
red to tay, that they may have x conſiderable ſupply of meny, and 
other necefſaries preſently furniſhed unto them, afſurance given for 
their further pay, the Bri#5/5 joyned withthem,and a courle ſettled 
for ing. the War. 

, They agres upen 7.Articles, which may be drawne into three 

heads: Firſt, that the Army (hall tay in /re/and till the firlt of Fe- 
bruary,and te enablethem, there ſhall be preſently adyanced by the 
Comanittee of Eltates and the Eng/i/b Commiſtieners 1090.,0.funs 
of clothes, ' 20000. paire of ſhooes, 0000, bolls of meale; and 
I 0000, 1.1n many, and the accompts of the Army ſhall bepreſentiy 
made up and concluded. 2.They agreeupon analternative, That 
betwixt and the firſt of February,s 0000.1. ſhall be really payed and 
delivered tothe Army, that aſſurance and {courity ſhall be given 
fortheir future monthly pay, That he who commands in cheife 
aver the Scottiſh Army, by joyot advice of both kingdomes, fhall 
command the reſt of the Britiſh Forces in/re/a»d,and that the War 
ſhall be managed by the joynt advice of Committees of both King- 
domes : and inthis caſe the Army ſhall be gbligedto ſtay; but in 
Caſe theſe conditions ſhall not be really performed, that then the 
Army ſhall betranſported uponthe Parhauent of Englands charge 
.toſach parts of Z»g/and as they ſhall receive orders for from the 
.Generall of the Scorrs/6 Army,and ſhall be maintained according to 
the ſame cſtabliſh ment as ſhall be appointed for the Scorers Army, 
.and theParliament of Exglandtoftand till obliged tor their whole 
arrears,according to the Treaty of the 6.of Auguſt, | 

It was agreed, that whether they -ſtay in /re/ax4, or come from 
thence, 5 006. Arms fhall be ſcent unto them. 

The firit and laſt of theſe areagreedupon without any reſervati- 
on, and the {ccond is agreed on by way of alternative, leaving it to 
the cletion of theParliament af England, which they ſhould thinke 

.fitto chooſe, yet ſoas by this Treaty they are poſitively obliged 
tothe performance of one of the two, wherein the words of the 

Treaty are very emphatick, when,upon a narrative of the former 
extremities of the Army,it ſayes,t is therefore now agreed, &c. The 
conditions are mutuall, thekingdom of Scorland periwades the Ar- 
mytoſtay upon ſuch and ſuch conditions, whom they might have 
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made uſe of fortheir AM. >. and further, they become fucery 
for England, that theſe conditions ſhall be performed. The Army 
thereupon ingage theinſelves, and according to the cuſtome obſer- 
ved i domenn the like cafes, enact themſctves-to ſtay ac- 
cording tothecofiditions and-termes agreed upon, and a copic'of 
the Act was delivered to the Engliſh Commiſſioners uponthe other 
patt, as'was demarided by the Army, and offered by the Houſes of 
Parliamenc:the kingdome of Scotland isinterefled inthe managing 
of the War during the ftay of their Army, and ſuchcourſe is ſetled 
as may enable them to-prolecute the War according to' the Cove- 
nant. This is all the new obligation on Englands part : as for the 
ſupplies'of monies and otherneceſſaries in this perticular,the agree- 
meat-is made much for Englands advantage;'for,whereas they were 
obliged by a former Treaty for preſent pm of the whole ar- 
reares, the Army is perſwaded for the prefent to accept of the fifth 
or ſixth part 'of their arreares, and that not. to be' paid till two 
moneths after the Treaty. This is the ſumme of the agreement 
wherein Scotland , . formerly bound by noſuch condition either ts 
England. or to the Army , now ingage therglelves to both and for 
both; upon'conditions reci co be performed by the king- 
dome of England: Here isa guid pro quo, and-what thing eflentrall 
ro a Treaty 5 deficient, Obligatio eritnr ex contratts, vel 9H4/s, cone 
1xaitns ex conſenſuryeliteris, verbis, and all theſeare here, nay,whar 
forwality is wantirig ; for this Treaty. is digned .by the Clerks of 
both kingdoms, and rarified by the Parliaments of borh reſpeRive- 
ly-: It hath allthenames that can be defired; for, it iscalled bythe 
Houſes a Reſult, an Agreement, a Treaty, a Tranſaction betweene 
the kingdomes: and if there wereany formality watiting,. where 
unto we did not look 16 narrowly, nor ſtand upon, after ack a Co- 
venant, and our ingagements to ſtand and fall with this kingdome; 
the }efle- ceremony in ſuch an exi there was the more confi= 
dence,and conſequently;there ought to bethe ſtricter perſormiance, 
whs major files, 491 ftrittior obſerwantia: and it is to be conſidered, 
that/in Treaties beruicen Nations, formalities are different ;- and as 
there is no law of Narions concerning formalities and circumſtan- 
ces of Treatics,{o there is no agreement or conſtant praftice abonr 
them between thoſe kingdomes 1a particular. / 

4. Before we ſpeak of the confirmation and performance of this 
Treaty, we ſhall premiſe rwo things: Firſt, that Propoſitions were 
framed by the Commirtee vf Bſtares _ Scotland and the. Commif-

their confiderations, and proceeded with as they ſhall finde cauſe ; 
which expreſſiens are not (et down in the preamble of theſe Articles. 
of the 28. November, 1643. Onely becaaſe there is analternative in 
the Treaty, therefore they are to be preſented-to the Houſes, who 
had power to make choice of the ſtay of the Army, or of their re- 
moyall at the firſt of Februarie, according to the reſpeQive conditi- 
ons mentioned in the Treaty, but are poſitivcly obliged to the Ele- 
Rion of oneof two, as ypc by theſe words, (1: « agreed, 
and it 14 noW agreed) prefixed to the feverall articles ; which 1s not - 
done in the propoſitions of the 25.of Auguſt, Secondly,that.upon' 
the 2-2,0f Janmrie 164 2, the Commiſſioners of the Kingdome of 
Scotland then reſiding kere, having received a Propoſition from the. 
Committee of bath Houſes for tranſporting to Ireland 25e0. men 
then on feot in Scotland, declared they had no inſtraRions ſo. to doe 
till the cleſure of the Treaty, but were content to offzr ſome Pro: - 
poſitions tothe Houſes of Parliament, which being granted, they

,and-upon the 24.07 Jannary, Propoſitions being preſen- : 
cd to the Houſes, they did agree uiito them, and upon the 26, and 
27.0t January they were zpproved by his Majeſty: theſe were only 
Propoſitions, and- propoſitions to be-preſented te. the Councell of 
Scotland, yet after they were conſented unto by the Councell of - 
Scotland, it was ao obligatoric agreement. between. the. Kingdoms. 
We now .cometo the confirmation! of this Treatie, which being x- 
greed upon at Edenburgh, and ſizned by the Clerks of the Commit» 
tecSof both Kingdomes ; the Engliſh Commiſſtoners upon the 30. 
of November,diſpatch away the ſame to the Hauſes, with a Letter, 
wherein they ſhew the dangerous eſtate of Ireland, and that in caſe 
of the coming away of the Scottiſh Army, that Kingdom would be: 
refagned up into the hands of the Rebells, that the Parlament had 
enabled them..to promiſe, but not to performe, or words to that 
ſenſe : and the Committee of the Eſtates of Scotland gave inftrudi- - 
ons to their Commiſſioners, about that time repairing to London, 
tadeſire the Parliament of E , to confirme that Treaty, and 
ſpccdily to perfprmze the, conditions therein agreeg vpon ; and ace. 
X | : cordingly 
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-eordingly the Commiſſioners of Scotland, ſo ſoon as they come ts 
London, and a Committee was appointed X the' Houſes to t 
with them), gave in a paper upon the 17 of Februarie, to be preſen- 
red to the Houſes for that purpoſe; and upon the 9 of March, 
both Houſes confirmed the 1; 2, 4, &, and 7 Articles, whereof thar 
of the managing of the War is one, and in ratifying of the 6 Ar- 
ricle,the Houſes do expreſſely call it a Treatie. Further, the Houſes 
in anſwer to-the Paper of the Commiſſioners of the Kingdome'of 
Scotland, appoint the Committees of both Houſes, to deliyer theſe 
Votes of the ninth March, as theirconſent to the 7, 2, 4, 6, and 7 
Articles of the Reſult of the Committees 'of both' Kingdomes, 
which was done accordingly. Concerning the 3, and-5 Articles, 
they returne this Anſwer, That the extremities and wants of this 
Kingdome,werefo great, as thoughthey uſed” their endeavours to 
provide, that x0000.l. preſent, and 56000.1: in Februariezyet it was 
not come in,but they hoped within ſome ſhort time to do it. And 
becauſe in this caſe rhe.Scottiſh Army was not obliged'to ſtay, as is 
agreed upon-exprelly in the 5 Article®: for preventing their coming 

Away; the Houſes do*delire rhe'Kingdome of Scotland to co-ope- 
rate with them ſo- far. as lyeth in 'their'/power, to keep the faid 
Army in Ireland, for the proſecution of the war againſt the blou- 
dy Rebels: And do promiſe, That ſo far as is poſſible for the Par- 
liament of England to do for the ſpeedy providing of the 60000.l. 
and ſetling of a courſe for their future pay, they will apply them- 
ſelves thereunto with all readinefle and care: in the meane time 
the 5 0000.1. not being payd to the Army at Februatie, according to 
the agreement, the Army gathers together the Ships and Barks if 
thoſe parts, preſently to tranſport themſelves; and before it was 
poſſible for the Kingdom of Scorland to give any ſtop, three of the 
Regiments landed in Scotland,in a verie mutinous polture,with in- 
tention-to levie moneys upon the Kingdome of Scotland for pay- 
ment of their Arreares. And on the other hand there were great 
arievances amonegſt the people, by reafon of the great taxes and 
burthens laid upon them, tor raifting and maintaining the Army 
ſent into England,and for releefe of the Army'inTreland,and parti- 
cularly by reaſon of the Exciſe, which being athing which wanted 
the practice of former times, and only for the maintenance of Ar- 
mics in other Kingdoms, occaſioned no-ſmall diſturbanee amongſt

ment to prove this no Trexty, we cannet underſtand , fith the Hou- 
ſes of Parliament do alledge, that they are not only not obliged to 
expreflions made in theſe Propoſitions, but alſo may, 'and have 
changed the moſt materiall things in theſcPropoſitions.Certainly, 
if one of the kingdomes be not obliged to the matter or-forte of 
theſe Propoſitions, the other is not. But it may ſufficiently ap- 
peare tothe Honomrable Houſes, thet we have no other thoughts 
now then we had then ; and, fo far as we know, was ther alfo the 
mind of the Houſes themſelves : We defire that our Paper of the

Armes, for theuſe of the Seortiſh 
Army ; andir-an{wer thereunto, the Houſe of Commons do call it, 
The Treaty at Edexbnargh, 28. of November, fince confirmed by 
the Houfes in their Votes of the 9.0f March, and upon that refe- 
rence the Committee of both Houſc's having cenferredwith us, and 
reported their opinions, both Houſes gave order for furniſhing of 
thoſe Armies accordingly. | 

4. Obj: Aion was, That the kingdome of Scotland did call from 
Ireland ſome of that Army for their owne affiſtance, 

To this we anſwer, 1. That o_ the Houles of Parliament hh 
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ſired the kingdome of Scotland to ſend an Army into England for 
their aſſiſtance,theirCommilſſtoners gave ina Paper to theConven- 
tion of Eſtates in theſe words,[' And for the better encouragement of 
the Kingdom ef Scotland to this neceſſary &ſo much defered VU nion we 
are by both Houſes of Parl. authoriſed to aſſure their Brethren, T hat 
if they ſhal be annojedor endangered by any Force or Army gither from 
England, er from any other place, the Lords and Commons in Engl. 
will aſſiſt them with a proportionable ſtrength of Horſe and Foot, to 
what their Brethren ſhall now afford them to be ſent ints Scotland, for 
the defence of that K ing dom &- they will maintain a guard of Ships at 
their owne charge upon the coaſts of Scotland, for the ſecuring of that 
Kingdom from the invaſion of thelrifhRebels,or other enemies during 
ſuch time as the Scottiſh Army hall be imployed in the defence of the 
Kingdome of England. ] And though this was particularly agreed 
upon by Treaty,yetit is wellknownto theHouſes of Parliament,that 
this was not performed; which confidered, we truſt they wil have a 
good: conſtruction of the calling away a: ſmall number from that 
Army fortheir own neceſſary defence againſt a far greater number 
of 1r:/þ Rebels. ; 
-.. 2, It is provided by the large Treaty between the kingdoms, that 
in caſe any Armies be levied,or neighbours wronged,(as the kingdom 
of Scotl. was in 2 great meaſure,by theſe barbarous /riſs ſubjets of 
the Crowne of England, )T he Eſt ates of the Country by which it was 
don are obliged to purſue,take,andpuniſs the offenders with all rigeur, 
And in caſe any the Subjetts of any of thekingdems ſhall riſe in Armezs, 
or makeVWar againſt the Kingdom or Subjetts thereof ,withont conſent 
of the Parliament of that K ing dome whereof they areSunbjets,or upon 
which they depend, (whiciis exprefled;becauſe of Irelaxds depen- 
dance on Exgland,under the which it is agreedin that Treaty tobe 
comprehended 1n all the Articles thereot) that they ſhall be beld and 
demaind as T raitors to the Eſtate whereof they are Subjets; and that 
State or Kingdom is bound, and gives their publicks Faith to concarre 
with the other to repreſſe them: And if England was bound to ſend 
Forces for lonrefficg the Redells, we might with far greater rea- 
ſon recall ſome of our owne Forces to oppoſ: thoſe very enemies, 
whom they were ſcnt into Ireland to purſue. 
{- 3 They wereuſcleſic inIre/and,by reaſon ſupplies were not ſent

 A$5.Objet.was, That the Committee of both Howſes were ap- 


pointed to Treat with the Scottiſh Commiſſioners here, about the aſ- 


certaining the extertainment of the Scottiſh Army in England ;. this 
was a T Featy but what was done by the Committee of both Houſes was 
not obligatory, We anſwer, T hat theCommittee of both Houſes had 
no power to treat,agree, and conclude, but only to treat & report ; 
yea,they were expreſly limited not tomake a Reſult,but appointed 
to report their opinions, With the reaſons of the Scorrs/þ Commil- 


fioners apart : and where there 15 no power to make a Reſult, cer- 


tainly there can be no Treaty ; alſo the caſe is wholly different, as 
may be made cafily appeare, but becauſe this argument was not in- 
filted upon, we ſhall not infiſt on the anſwering of it. 

A 6.Otjction was, That the Houſes aid delay the Ratification of 
the 3,and 5 , Articles ,and when they gave their reſolution upon them, 
they varied the dayes for payment of the monies and did not ratifie the 
5. Article,as it was preſented, 

We cannot ſ{ce-where the ſtrength of this argumrnt lyeth, unleſſe 
it be to commend the readinefle of the kingdome of Scetland, who 
in the interitÞ furniſhed mores and proviſions to that Army; and 
the patience ofthe Army, who notwithſtanding all their former 
ſuftcriogs,did wait for theſe ſupples ſo long after the time agreed 
upon in the Treaty, Concerning the not ratifying of the 5. Article, 
a$ it was preſented, we are forced again to remember that which 
ſeems to be forgotten all along the debate, That there 1s an alter- 
native inthe 5. Article, and the Houſes could not ratifie both parts 
of the alternative, whichare direRlyoppoſite, whereof the onedoth 
concern their {tay,the other their removall. 

A 7. Objetion was, T hat there was no ſtipulation on Scotlands 
part , for by the Treaty the 6.of Anguſt,the Scottiſh Army was obli- 
ged to ſtay in Ireland, and if the conditions be not mutual, and flipula- - 
tor y,the whole foundation of this Treaty u taken away. 

Foranſwer, We deſire it may be conſidered , that the Army, ac- 
cording to the Treaty, was to be monthly payed,and they were not 
obliged to ſtay till they were ſtarved, thoughſuch were the pati- 
ence of many of them. But which removes it beyond all exception 
or {cruple,, the Army had then, for about 16.moneths received no 
ſupplies from Eng/ana;( which we beleeve no age can peenlleiheret 
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the Parliament of E»glaxd, according to their inftrutions in July, 
1633. had declared, their owne es did ſo increaſe, that they 
werenotableto maintain them ; and therefore defired the Eftates 
of Sc03/and to withdraw them from Ire/and,except x few tobe left 
for Garriſens, and offered all meanes in the power of the Houſes 
for ſatisfying their Arrears, according to the Treaty the 6, of Au- 
gnlt, Now being thus dif-engaged by the Parl. of Eng/andin Au- 

andthe Army \—vm;y anew. Tag to come away, they were 
not obliged to ftay,when afterwards, upon netice of the Revolt of 
the Parliaments Forces,and making a Ceflation with the rs Re- 
bels,their ſtay was found neceſſary, and defired by England : Nei- 
ther was the Kingdome of Scerlandat all obliged to entertain that 
Army, nor to ſend them ſapplyes, as they dig engage themſelves te 
doe by this ſecond Treaty, at the defire of the Parliament of Exg- 


. It was laſtly objeted,; That theſe Articles were of a diverſenature, 
fix of them are obligatory, as being grounded upon the Treaty of 
the 6.0f Auguſt,but that concerning the managing of the war is of 
another pature, having no quid pro quo,ncither was.it the cauſe of 
the {tay of the Army,and therefore not obligatorie ; and though the 
whole Articles were obligatory,yet the kingdome of England, fai- 
ling in performance toScotland,the kingdome of Scotland was free 
to break on the other fide,and there is an end of the Treaty. 

This of all the other appcares to be molt ſtrange, for it makes no 
difference between a Treaty and common diſcourſe ; if one king- 
dome break to another,ſuppoſc it werein the leaſt circumſtance,the 
other kingdome is'by this tenet ſet at liberty to break in the whole, 
and ſo the Treaty to be for ever difſolved,as it it had never been. To 
this we ſhall anſwer no further , but that this argument makes a 
Treaty (which is 2 thing moſt ſacred and inviolably to be kept be- 
tween kingdoms) to be of ſuch a nature as cither kingdome may 
diflolve it at pm without any reparation to be had, or account 
to be ſought by the other : and conſequently, thereis not, nor can- 
not be any obligatory treaty between kingdomes. To the firſt part 
of the Argument, that ſix of the Articles are obligatory, and one is 
not : We an{wer ,that by the Treaty of the 6.0f Augult,'the Parlia- 
ment of.England was obliged to pay the whole arrears of theArmy, 
extending theo to above three hundreth thouſand ponnds ſterling, 
as may appeare by the accompts ſigned, and concluded by the Z»- 
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F156 Commiſſioners immediately after this Treaty,28.November, 
1643. Andin this new Treaty the Army was content for that pre- 
ſent toaccept of the fifth er ſixth of their arreares: and becauſcthey 
had been ſo often difappointed of what was promiſed them, they 
demanded this further ſecuritie, That the kingdome of Scotland 
might be ſuretic for Englands performance, which they had not 
in the Treaty of the 6, of Auguſt, ſome of theſe Articles are not 
at all mentioned in the Treaty of the 6. of Auguſt, as the 6. and 
7. Articles, and the reſt, though they may have the ſame matter 
with ſome Articles of the Treaty of the 6. of Auguſt, yet are they 
agreed upon ins different manner : Andthat it may appeare that 
the fourth Article of this Treaty concerning the Command in 
Cchiefe, and managing of the War , is not altogether new \ as this 
Obje&tion ſeems to hold forth', wee defire it may be remembred , 
that inthe third Article of the Propofitions of the 24. of January, 
1642, it is agreed, Thar if it (hall be thought fit that any Regiments 
or Troups of Vifter ſhall joyne with the Scorg Forces , that they 
ſhall receive Orders from the Commander of rhe Scotts ſob Bo;- 
ces, andin the ninth Article of the Treaty of the 6. of Auguſt, it 
is agreed,that the inhabitants of allTowns and Villages in Ireland, 
where the Scortsfb Army ſhall be, the Country people ſhall rife 
and concurre With them, when the Commanders of the Scottiſh 
Army ſhall thinkefit for the ſervice, aod ſhall receive orders and 
diretions from them, and in the 10. Article of that Treaty, if ' 
the Scotriſ6 Army ſhall joyne with any other Forces in 1rrland, 
The Generall of the Seorrs6 Army, (hall onely cede to the' Kings 
Lieutenant, his D: puty, or any other who ſhall have the chiefe 
government of that kingdome, derived from the Crown of Eng» 
{axd, and ether wiſe, the Generall of the Scorri/s Army is to pre» 
cede, and have the Command of all others: and when this Trea- 
ty was:made, there was no other mean left for preſerving that 
kingdome from utter ruine, but to joyn with the Seorti/s and 
Britsſh Forces under one command tor oppoſing the Ceſſation. 
Anditis to be confidered, that whereas by the tenth Article of the 
Treaty 6.of A#guft, the proſecution of the Warre of Ireland by 
the Scortifh Army,is left to the judgement of the Commanders of 
the Scottiſh Army, as they (hall think moſt expedient for the ho- 
nour of the King, ard Crown of England, and onely in the caſe 
of conjun&ion with the Kings Licutenant,or Deputy by authority 
from the Crown of Eng1and, they are torecaive inſtruftions from 
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them in an honourable way, to whom he is only to cede, andts. 
precede all others. By this new Treaty, the Commanders of 
the Scotiſh Army, ſubje& themſelves to the orders and direions 
of a Committee of both kingdomes, whereby their poweris ſo 
farre diminiſhed and limited which it was not before. Alſo this is 
only to continne during the warre, and is at an end, how ſoon 
2 peace is ſettled, or that the Scottiſh Army ſhall be ſatisfied and diſ- 
miſfed, whereof we {hal be heartily content. Whereas it is faid, 
” there is not a q#id pro quo, that hath beene anſwered formerly, 
the ſtay of an Army, after it hath been ftarved 16. moneths to ſave 
a Kingdome, isa qwid pro quo, theKingdome of Scotland, their ſen- 
ding ſapplyesto that Army, 1S2 quidpro quo, and for that whichis 
ſaid,that in the 5.Article it is exprefſed,that in caſethe 50006. 1.be 
ret paid in Febrnary,the Army would not ſtay. And therefore, the 
condition of the money was the cauſe of their ftay, and not the 
condition for the managing of the warre : It 1sno conſequence, for 
it wasexpreſly demanded by the Army, and they would not ſtay fo 
much, as to the firſt of Febrwary, without the conjunRion of the 
Britsſ6 Forces, in manner aforeſaid , becauſe of the ſtrength of the 


enemy,and therefore it was expreſly agreed upon in the 4. Article :: 


And that their ſtay is mainly pitched npon the payment of the mo- 
ney, the reaſon is cleare, becauſe the mean of their ſubſiſtance is 
the primarie condition, and neceſſarily preſuppoſed, as the cauſe 
ſine quo non, to which the cor.jurion of the Forces and managing 
of the warre is but ſecondary, and withoutit- altogether unprofi- 
tzble.And to conclude the whole debate, we defire it may be obſer- 
ved,that whereas by the Votes of the Houſes it was appointed;that 
the Commuitec of both Houſes ſhall make it appeare to ns, that the 
eranſations at Edinburgh 28. November 1643. was no Treaty : It 
was acknowledged in: the de bates on Saturday, the 28, of March 
laſt, that theſe tranfaRions were an agreement between the king- 
doms, and a Treaty between the kingdoms, but not a Treaty in 
ſucha ſenſe as other Treaties that ere obligatorie : and in the de- 
-bates on Monday following,it was acknowledged to be obligatory 
10 fome,but not in all the Articles thereof. To which we make this 
aniWver, That the Commiſſioners of the Houſes of Parliament, had 
a gfnerall power to treat, agree,and conclude, and in their Creden»> 
-tiall Letters giveo by the Houſes to their Commiſlioners,there is no 
ſuch diftin tion. 2. When the Eng/iþ Commiſſtonersagree-with 
the Eltates of Scoriard, they make no ſuch giltinRion, nor is there 
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any ſuch diſtin&ion of diverſe natures or ſenſes inthe Articles, as _ 
they are ſet down and agreed on , nor can they admit of any other 
mterpretation then is expreſled in the Articles themſelves. 3.There 
M7 is no ſuch diſtinAtion made when theſe Articles ars ratified and 
[i 14 confirmed by the Houſes : Had any ſuch diftintion been made 
known before the agreement,the time of the agreement, or the time 
of the confirmation( which withoutthe cleare expreflion of it,could 
never be apprehended by the kingdome of Scot/and) there had been 
ſome colour for ſuch an objeRion 3 but the Articles being agreed 
vn by commiſſioners, having full and ample power, the agreement 
being granted upon demands of an Army, leftat liberty to come 
2way, and upon the offcrs and promiſes of the Houles, there being 
mutuall conditions between the two kingdomes, and conditiens 
being performed onScorlanas part,being ratified by the Houles,cal- 
led by them,an Agreement,a Treatie,an Afſurance,that upon which 
the Army might depend, and the Votes of the Houles delivered to 
us, a$ their conſent to the Treatie ; The Kingdome of Scotland be- _ 
ing thereupon defired by the Houſes to co-operate for the ſtay of 
the Army, anda Letter being written from the*Houſes tothe Par- -* 
liament ef Scotland,acquainting them, that they had ratified the ſe- *49 
verall Treaties b-tween the kingdoms, we having ſtill demanded <A 
the performance of it, as a Treaty confirmed by the Houſes, and no 
exception made,but ſtill acknowledged as 4 Treaty till now. Upon 
theſe conſiderations we are confident the Honourable Houſes will 
neyer denie it to be a Treaty, wherein we are the more confirmed, 
that the Committee of bo:h Houſes, having taken z day to anſwer 
our arguments,and after that another, made no reply, we having al- 
ſo at the cloſe of the debate offered to their Lordfhips, That it they 
had any further ſcruples or doubts, we were ready and confident to 
givethem ſatisfaRion, and withall deſired, that if any other papers 
were made uſe of, concerning this buſinefle then we had ſeene,they 
might be communicated unte us, that nothing might be wanting, 
which might give the Henourable Houſes full fatisfaftion. / \ 
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
